Our  Commencement  speaker  today  is  Dr.  Arthur  C.  Banks,  Jr.,  President  of 
Greater  Hartford  Community  College,  Hartford,  Connecticut.  Dr.  Banks  received 
his  bachelor’s  degree  at  St.  John’s  University,  his  M.A.  in  Government  at  New 
York  University,  and  a Ph.D.  in  Political  Science  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

A Phi  Kappa  Scholar  at  St.  John’s,  Dr.  Banks  has  devoted  his  life  to  higher 
education.  His  teaching  experience  ranges  from  classroom  instructor  at  Southern 
University  in  1945  to  Professor  of  Political  Science  at  Morehouse  College  from  1959 
to  1967.  As  an  administrator  he  has  served  as  Assistant  Dean  at  Morgan  State  College 
from  1954  to  1957,  and  as  Director  of  Non-Western  studies  at  Atlanta  University 
Center  for  two  years  in  1963  and  1964.  Since  July,  1967  he  has  been  busily  engaged 
organizing  the  newest  of  Connecticut’s  community  colleges.  He  is  a member  of 
several  professional  organizations,  including  the  American  Political  Science  Associa- 
tion, the  Southern  Political  Science  Association,  and  the  Berlioz  Society. 

Among  Dr.  Banks’  other  achievements  are  the  publication  of  several  articles 
in  the  Southwestern  Journal  and  Phylon,  and  three  years  as  Director  of  the  “Upward 
Bound  Pre-College  Program”  at  Morehouse  College  from  1964  to  1967. 

Northern  Essex  Community  College  counts  itself  fortunate  indeed  to  have  en- 
gaged the  services  of  Dr.  Banks  to  address  the  graduating  class  of  1968. 
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
